“No real or imaginary difficul- 
ties can justify such a policy, 
which strikes, in my judgment, 
at the very life of the university.” 

And that, Governor Reagan, is 
just as true today as when Gov- 
ernor Gage said it 69 years ago. 

The regents swung around and 
voted to remove tuition. That 
was pretty lucky because if they 
hadn’t, this writer’s father, who 
Was one of the poorest of the 
poor students working their way 
through UC, would undoubtedly 
have had to leave school before 
he met our mother,

It took 20 years of constant ef- 
fort by labor unions, co-ops and 
credit unions, and then eight 
years of battling in Congress to 
get the truth-in-lending law. 

The law, to go into effect July 
1, 1969, will be a whole truth-in- 
lending law, thanks to the deter- 
mination of Representative Leon- 


or K. Sullivan of Missouri. She | 


refused to accept the part-truth 
bill passed by the Senate. With 
the backing of her fellow Con- 
gressmen, Mrs. Sullivan argued 
and out-maneuvered the Sena- 
tors on a House-Senate confer- 
ence committee who wanted a 
weaker law—all except U.S. Sen- | 
ator William Proxmire of Wis- 
consin. 


WHAT WAS won was a require- 
ment that not only banks, loan 
companies and installment sell- 
ers, but department stores and 
mail-order houses must tell the 
true annual rates on their re- 
volving charge accounts. 


You will know what interest 
rate you are actually paying; 
that when a bank says it charges 
a “discount” of $6 per $100 on 
@ personal loan, the true annual 
rate is about 12 per cent, a fi- 
nance charge of $12 per $100 on 
a used car or household equip- 
ment is approximately 24 per 
cent; a loan company’s 3 per cent 
@ month on the declining bal- 
ance is 36 per cent a year. 

‘ You will know also that 1% 
cent a month on a rte 
charge” or “junior budget” ac- 
count is the equivalent of 18 per 
cent a year. 

NOW LENDERS and sellers will 
have to state their rates in a un- 
iform way, instead of minimiz- 


per 


ing the amount you pay for | 


credit and stating the rate in 
several confusing ways. 


You will be able to decide 
whether you really want to pay 
a lodn company 30 to 42 per cent 
to consolidate your other bills or 
for Christmas cash. 

You will have a chance to see 
that 18 per cent on a used car or 
a department-store account is a 
lot more than 12 per cent or less 
a credit union or bank would 
charge, 

You will see you are paying 12, 
18 and even higher percentages 
when your own savings earn 4-5 
per cent and can decide whether 
it would not save money to use 
your cash and pay yourself back 
each month. 

The pending law can help you 
protect yourself against unknow- 
ingly signing a mortgage if you 
contract for a home improve- 
ment job. You will have three 
days to cancel the agreement.

UNDER THE present “holder 
in due course” provision of state

“MONEY'S WORTH 


Consumers Union has tested 13 
brands of aerosol room deodor- 
izers and in most brands tested 
both a floral and a piny scent. 


The June, 1968 issue of Con- 
sumer Reports carries the find- 
ings. Two brands ranked high. 
The lower-ranked brands did pro- 
gressively poorer jobs of masking 
odors, but only slightly so. The 
effectiveness of these products 
depends, among other things, on 
just what odor you’re trying to 
get rid of and its strength, on 
air circulation and on how long 
you spray, 


BASED on the comparative 
cost of equal spraying periods 
(60 one-second sprays), one of 
the two top-rated brands cost 
about four times as much as the 
other. But, Consumer Reports 
points out, if you prefer the 
scent of the more expensive your 
buying decision would be based 
on whether you prefer it four 
times as much. 


Consumers Union found that 
|the average length of spraying 
time per container isn’t neces- 
|sarily proportional to the amount 
|of fluid inside the can. One sev- 
en-ounce container sprayed for 
lan average of 514 minutes, while 
| another sprayett for only 3% 
| minutes. It was also more effec- 
| tive and could last much longer 
|than the latter. 


| Most deodorizers fall under 
the Federal Hazardous Sub- 
stances Act, which means that 
their labels must carry prom- 
|inent warning if they are, among 
other things, toxic, corrosive, ir- 
|ritating or flammable. 


BUT WHAT of the products 
that claim to be germ-killers? Do 
they confer an actual health 
benefit? In most cases, probably 
not, say CU’s medical consult- 
ants. The case for surface disin- 
fection claims is also doubtful, 
for even if they rid the surfaces 
|in your room of micro-organisms, 
those surfaces would likely be- 
{come re-contaminated ve ry 
quickly. (Spray, then, if you want 
| to change the odor and the out- 
|side air is too cold or too hot or 
too still to air out the room, But 
CU thinks you won’t be any 
healthier for doing so). 
| Five of the products tested 
| Skirted or overstepped the Feder- 
|al limits beyond which products 
must be labeled “Flammable.”

New law bars discrimination .\Pilch, Progressive 
against workers 40 and older 


The over-40s. this week got a 
long-delayed protection of their 
rights to a job and to equal treat- 
ment.on the job. 

A bill passed by Congress in 
January became effective Wed- 
nesday, barring discrimination 
against workers who happen to 
be between 40 and 65. 

The new law joins previous 
civil .rights prohibitions against 
discrimination because of race, 
creed, color, national origin or 
sex. 

It applies. to employers, em- 
ployment agencies and unions in 
establishments which are cover- 
ed by the: Fair Labor. Standards 
Act and-which, employ .at least 
25 persons. Only firms with 50 
or more workers are covered be- 


. tween June 12.and June 30. 


It makes it against the law: 

e To fail to hire, or to dis- 
charge or otherwise discriminate 
against a worker or job applica- 
tion because-of age. 

e To cut-any person’s pay in 
order to comply with the law 
prohibiting age.discrimination. 

e To discriminate against.older 


workers regarding seniority or 
other job conditions. 

It will be illegal for employ- 
ment agencies or unions to use 
age as a criterion for referring 
persons to jobs or for help want- 
ed advertisements to indicate 
any age preference or limitation. 

Any employer who can demon- 
strate that age is a valid occupa- 
tional qualification ;for the job 
to be filled is exempt. 

The law will not interfere with 
the operations of.any legitimate 
|Seniority system, or pension plan. 

The Labor Department, which 
will enforce the new law, said 
surveys have shown,that one in 
four job opportunities is barred 
to workers over-45 and_-one in 
two is out-of-bounds. for people 
ovér 55. 

The department-first will seek 
voluntary compliance -but can 
and.will, if necessary, seek legal 
sanction.

Reagan task force prison labor’ Scar vacua 1304 


BY DAVE ARCA 


plan stymied by printing trades 


Labor and management from | 
the printing trades have stymied 
a recommendation of the Reagan 
“economy” task force which they 
charged would have put a prison 
job training program in competi- 
tion with business and labor out- 
side the walls. 

The project would have had no 
training value for prison inmates 
but would merely have made a 
profit for the state on convict 
labor, they pointed out. 
EXPENSIVE EQUIPMENT 

The plan of California Correc- 
tional Industries, which admin- 
isters prison work programs and 
job training rehabilitation pro- 
grams, was to purchase an ex- 
pensive two-color press for the 
auto license sticker printing pro- 
gram and transfer the program 
from Folsom Prison to the Men’s 
Colony near San Luis Obispo. 

The San Quentin Graphic Arts 
Trade Advisory Committee, a 
group of printing trades labor 
and employer representatives 
which aids in job training reha- 
bilitation programs for convicts, 
suspected that the new equip- 
ment would mean much more 
printing work by the prisoners. 
NO TRAINING VALUE 

So, President Nick Pavletich of 
Printing Pressmen 125, a TAC 
member, reported labor and man- 
agement representatives pointed 


out that the press had no train- | 
ing value but could mean much 
more profitable prison work for 
the state at the expense of labor 
and employers. 

Also proposed was tranfer of 
bookbinding work from the state 
printing office to Folsom, 

The Reagan task force of bus- 
jinessmen recommended just that 
— production of small printing 
jobs, business cards, bookbinding 
work and rubber stamps as well | 
as the license stickers in prison 
for an annual “savings” or $233,- 
000 in personnel. 

TAC members took their pro- 
test to a meeting of the Califor- 
nia Correctional Industries Com- 
mission. Labor representatives 
told the commission they sup- 
ported training for prisoners but 
would oppose prison work which 
competed with private industry. 

The result — an assurance 
from the commission that neith- 
er the two-color press, bookbind- 
|ing machines or other equipment 
would be installed in prisons 
without notification to the TAC. 

An ironical contrast to the ap- 
parently abandoned plan to buy | 
the press for profitable non- 
training operations, - Pavletich 
disclosed, was the purchase of a 
new garbage truck with funds 
the TAC had asked for training 
equipment last year. 


Reagan sides with growers, . 
fights N.Y. grape boycott . 


Ronald Reagan, who made 
cheap convict labor available in 
California farm fields last year, 
has rallied to the big growers’ 
side again with the announce- | 
ment that he is working to break | 
a New York City boycott of un- 
fair California grapes. 

Whether the Republican gov- 
ernor’s move had more than pub- 
licity value was not clear, but 
his statement was militantly 
anti-boycott. 

The press was told Reagan had 
ordered state agencies to “gather 
all the facts” so steps could be 
taken to halt the boycott in New 
York in support of the United 
Farm Workers Organizing Com- 
mittee. 

The Farm Workers have been 
striking big San Joaquin Valley 
vineyardists for nearly three 
years for union recognition and 
decent pay and conditions. 

Their New York City boycott 
has the support of Butchers, Sea- 
farers, the New York Central La- 
bor Council, Teamsters and 
other labor groups, UFWOC said, 
who have pledged cooperation 
with boycott pickets.

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Reagan went along with the 
California Grape & Tree Fruit 
League’s appeal for help, The 
League represents farm employ- 
lers, including the big vineyards 
in Kern and Tulare Counties | 
where farm workers have been | 
on strike for 34 months. 

The League told the governor 
that every big chain has been 
warned of New York labor’s sup- 
port of the boycott. He responded 
by saying he hoped “the chain 
stores will not be intimidated”

Find the answers to tension 


It is encouraging to hear the Oakland city manager tell the 
city council of the value of labor’s proposal that an outside, 
impartial agency look into Oakland’s growing majority-min- 
ority problems to hunt for the answers before the city experi- 
ences the disaster of inter-race violence. 


Although it is a part of the Department of Justic, the Com- 

munity Relations Service, which would conduct the survey 
under the Central Labor Council's proposal, is not a law en- 
forcement agency, is not the FBI. It would have the necessary 
impartiality toward police to conduct an investigation, one of 
whose key parts is to find what can be done to improve police- 
minority relations.
